War of the Worlds, an 1898 novel by H.G. Wells. 

The performance was introduced by a CBS announcer 
saying: "The Columbia Broadcasting System and its affiliated 
stations present Orson Welles and the Mercury Theatre on 
the air in The War of the Worlds by H. G. Wells." 

The play then opened with listeners being told they would 
be listening to.an evening concert presented by the mythical 
Ramon Raquello and His Orchestra at the mythical Hotel 
Park Plaza in downtown New York City. Shortly, actors 
posing as reporters interrupted the concert with live news 
reports that detailed the Martians landing, the battles, and 
their progress towards New York City. 

While approximately six million people heard the 
broadcast, many tuned in five to fifteen minutes after it 
began, missing the introduction. As a result, many believed 
they were listening to real news reports. The actors were 
also so tealistic that many who heard the introduction still 
believed the news reports were real. 

What resulted was a night of panic that remains unprece- 
dented in our history, Never before, nor since, has an event 
had such an impact.

ELBA TIGERS PROVE THEY AIN'T DEAD YET 


The Elba Tigers were given up for dead just a few short weeks 
ago after a big loss to T.R. Miller and many fans even wondered out 
loud if the Tigers had hit the lowest point in the history of the pro 
gram, The very next week Elba out-played highly-ranked Straughn, 
only to lose in the closing seconds by one point, and the next week 
the Tigers pounded Calhoun 45-0 on the road for their first win of 
the season, Last week the Tigers were holding try-outs for quartet 
back after third string qb Brandon Wilson was lost with a broken 
collarbone, and Friday night the Tigers took the field to battle a 
Clarke County team that had humbled Elba 58-20 just last season 
with their number four quarterback leading the way in his first start 
ever. All the Tigers did was put twenty-eight points on the score- 
bourd and stun their visitors from Clarke County 28-14, and all of a 
sudden the Tigers are back on track and some of those same fans are 
already talking about winning a region championship next season. 
Stop the presses and cancel the obituary, these Tigers ain't dead yet! 

The Elba offense didn't do anything fancy last week in its big win 
over Clarke County, but what it did it did well, and the result was a 
four touchdown outing against a very physical football team. Elba 
drove 68 yards on its first possession and 62 yards on its second pos- 
session to score two touchdowns and grab a 14-6 lead. then in the 
second half had a long touchdown run for a score and late in the 
game, with the outcome very much in doubt, marched 81 yards in 
13 plays and ate up almost seven minutes off the clock to score the 
touchdown that iced the win. The last drive was entirely on the 
ground against a defense that was stacked to stop the run, and put an 
exclamation mark on the victory. The Elba offense didn’t commit 
one single turnover, and when it counted most took control of the 
game at the line of scrimmage.

season. However, this year they 
are very much improyed and 
can put points on the score- 
board.
